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by Altoria Bell Ross 

Greenbelt School Board Rep- 
resentative Suzanne Plogman told 
the Greenbelt City Council at a 
work session on June 15 that the 
biggest challenge the Prince 
George’s County School Board 
faced was implementation of the 
six-year neighborhood school 
plan. This plan resulted from the 
March agreement to end the 
county’s 25-year school desegre- 
gation case. 

Currently the county buses 
11,000 children involuntarily, but 
75 percent of school-age students 
are within walking distance of 
their neighborhood schools, 
Plogman said. 

Even with the neighborhood 
plan instituted,- Mayor Judith 
Davis said there will still be stu- 
dents bused. Some will be mag- 
net school students, and others 
will be elementary school chil- 
dren who live beyond the 
half-mile mark for walking to 
school. 

Davis asked Plogman to report 
on the status of construction and 
renovations in District 2. In 
May, the construction of 
Ardmore-Ardwick High School 
began in Springdale’ on 
Ardmore-Ardwick Road. This 
school should take 600 students

out of Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School, Plogman said. 
“Ardmore-Ardwick will do a lot 
to relieve the crowding,” she said. 
“I see that as a big help.” 
Plogman next talked about

Plogman to place the council on 
a list to review the preliminary 
plans for the renovations. Davis 
also said she would write a letter 
to the superintendent of schools 
to that effect and would request a

plans for reopening Berwyn 
Heights Elementary School. The 
Board of Education is waiting for 
the state to give the Maryland 
Fire and Rescue Institute, which 
currently occupies the building, 
$4 million to construct a new edi- 
fice at its training facility on 
Paint Branch Parkway in College 
Park, said Plogman, who pre- 
dicted the school will reopen in 
the year 2001. 

Plogman said this arrangement 


is more cost-effective than build- 


ing a new school. “It’s a 
win-win situation,” she said. 
Greenbelt Middle School is up 
for renovations and will be closed 
one year while the school gets 
new lighting, windows, and heat- 
ing, Plogman said. 
Councilmember Thomas White 
raised a concern about historical 
preservation of the school which 
was built in 1937. Davis asked 


To Get Calming Devices

At its June 19 regular meeting, 
the Greenbelt City Council unani- 
mously approved the installation 
of various traffic calming devices 
on Breezewood Drive and 
Hanover Parkway. These are two 
of twelve Greenbelt streets that 
have been identified by Celia 
Craze, director of planning and 
community development, as hav- 
ing vehicular travel that exceeds 
speed limits sufficiently to justify 
the use of traffic calming devices. 

These devices and their use 
and effects had previously been 
discussed at a June 1 council 
worksession. 

Council approved the installa- 
tion of a number of islands and 
“chokers” on Breezewood Drive 
between Cherrywood Lane and 
Springhill Lane in conjunction 
with scheduled repaving. The 
purpose of these devices will be 
to narrow the road, block passing 





movements and improve pedes- 
trian crossings, according -to 
Craze. Street lighting will be 
improved at the same time. 

On Hanover Parkway, council 
approved the installation of a 
traffic circle or “roundabout” at 
the entrance to The Lakes at 
Greenbelt Village and at Schrom 
Hills Park. This change will be 
made in conjunction with road 
improvements by the developer 
on Hanover Parkway. The 
roundabout will help residents as 
well as Schrom Hills Park users 
to enter and exit onto Hanover 
Parkway. 

It is anticipated, Craze said, 
that these improvements will be 
completed by early fall. There 
will be a six-month follow-up 
evaluation. 

Legislation _ 

A resolution was introduced 
for second reading’ by 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull to 
authorize the negotiated purchase 
of goods and services from vari- 
ous vendors when total yearly 
purchases from each vendor ex- 
ceed the city’s bid limit of 
$10,000 but when individual pur- 
chases do not exceed the limit. 
Some. vendors are the sole source 
of a purchase. In some cases 
purchases are based on bids taken 
by other government agencies 
with the bid price extended to the 
city. The resolution was unani-

Impact on Students 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
expressed alarm that the middle 
school students would be dis- 
placed for a year. 

“It would be a terrible impact 
on their quality of life,’ Turnbull 
said. 

Plogman cited safety concerns 
for the children, such as the pres- 
ence of asbestos. Davis agreed 
that moving the students would 
be better than enduring the con- 
struction noise and the traffic of 
workers. “It’s a single disruption 
instead of an ongoing one,” she 
said. 

Turnbull said this problem is

GHI Ponders Mildew, 
Fate of Fee Deferrals

The annual beautification pro- 
gram: of Greenbelt Homes, Inc 
(GHI) was not on the agenda, but 
it blossomed into an hour long 
discussion before scheduled items 
were addressed at the GHI board 
meeting on June 11. During the 
Visitors and Members portion a 


member from Plateau Place com- 


plained about being cited for mil- 
dew growing on the vinyl siding 
of her home and GHI expecting 
the member to clean it off. 

According to General Manager 
Gretchen Overdurff about 250 
homes have been cited for mil- 
dew on building exteriors. A re- 
hash of previous board discus- 
sions of this problem and meth- 
ods to clean it off ensued. Not 
all home exteriors have mildew, 
so everyone should not pay for 
something that affects only some 
members. Contractors generally 
charge in excess of $100 per 
home to power wash the exterior. 
Director Bill Phelan said he felt 
“rub-a-dub-dub” with a brush 
would suffice nicely. GHI will 
check with contractors to see if 
any would give a special price to 
members if enough wanted to in- 
dividually hire someone to handle 
this. 

A New Road? 

Also cutting in before agenda 
items was the Greenbelt City 
Council proposal to build a two 
lane road through the gardens and 
woods in back of GHI homes be- 


tween Gardenway and Green 


Ridge House, where a new park- 
ing lot for 26 more cars is being 
considered. The city has sched- 
uled a meeting for Thursday, June 
25, at Green Ridge House. 
Overdurff confirmed the city was 
asked to notify and invite affected 
GHI members. 
Fee Deferral Programs 

The Finance Committee made 
recommendations to the board re- 
garding how the Cooperative 
might recoup some of the 
$539,477 currently owed to GHI 
by 63 families participating in the 
various fee deferral programs. 

Since 1983 and 1989, two fee 
deferral programs have allowed 
certain members with low or 
moderate incomes to defer a por- 
tion of their monthly rehab loan 
and/or co-op fee, the Rehab Loan 
Deferral Program (RLDP) and 
Fee Increase Deferral Program 
(FIDP), respectively. No provi- 
sions had been made to terminate 
these programs, and over the 
years as property values failed to 
appreciate as. they have in the 
past, some members now owe 
more than the current equity they 
have in their home. This poses 
serious financial problems for 
both the member and GHI. 

The board ‘unanimously passed 
a series of motions that will close 
the programs to new participants 
and require inactive participants 
— those no longer deferring fees 
but who have a balance due — to 


cone a financial. profile to

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Reader Just Misses 
Greenbelt Lake, TX 


Twenty years ago, our family 
was returning from a vacation out 
west, driving mile after mile 
through the Texas panhandle east 
of Amarillo. ‘There was nothing 
to see of any great interest — 
just cotton and wheat fields, with 
a grain elevator and a few houses 
about every 15 miles. And there 
was no “real” music to listen to 
on the radio, just country or blue 
grass out of Wichita Falls. Our 
children were 13 and 10 and 
could hardly believe that not one 
station carried rock and roll. So 
we were hearing Alexa’s tape of 
Grease for about the hundredth 
time, when we saw the sign, 
“Greenbelt Lake” with an arrow 
pointing south. We did not fol- 
low the sign, because we couldn’t 
see anything except wheat in any 
direction, but we have wondered 
about it ever since. 

It was a great surprise to re- 
turn from a 16 day, 14 state 
Volksmarch last week and have 
my husband tell me about your 
June 11 article on Texas’s 
Greenbelt Lake. Especially since 
I had learned a little more about 
that lake on the Volksmarch. 
Two busloads of us were travel- 
ing down the road, east of Ama- 
rillo, when we stopped for a 
break at a mall. Standing in line, 
I glanced up and saw the words 
“Greenbelt Mall” on a tall sign 
right outside! Then Fred, a 
marcher from Pennsylvania, came 
up and asked me if I had seen 
the sign in the window, advertis- 
ing a fundraiser for Greenbelt 
Lake (Fred had been to some of 
our Labor Day Volksmarches in 


the past, and he knew Barbara - 


Havekost and I were from 
Greenbelt). I looked around for 
someone who might know about 
the lake, and saw what appeared 
to be a resident of that area; he 
wore a Stetson, plaid shirt, jeans 
and cowboy boots, as western 
men are supposed to. All he 
knew was that it was the source 
of water for that area, which the 
News Review identified as 
Clarendon. Now I wonder if that 
lake was a New Deal project, 
like ours was. 

Volksmarchers are friendly, in- 
teresting people, and Barbara and 
I came to know some of them 
quite well. How does one recog- 
nize a Volksmarcher? They wear 
good walking shoes, shorts and t- 
shirts. They have suntans and 
muscular legs, and walk at a fast 
clip. Most are a little bit over- 
weight, because there is so much 
to eat on the buses and at the 
buffet lunch counters they are 
partial to. If you see a group of 
walkers matching this description,

Actually, the two of us aren’t 
real Volksmarchers compared to 
most of our companions, because 
we kept stopping to see the inter-

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Strickland Conducts Survey for GHI

Farah Strickland, a student in- 
tern at Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) for the summer, will finish 
the demographic survey. begun last 
fall. GHI is anxious to find ways 
to help its members through youth 
and senior programs as well as 
volunteer services. In order to ac- 
complish this, GHI needs to learn 
about all the members in the com- 
munity. Strickland will be calling 
on GHI members personally to 
collect information on the specifics 
of their households, or to clarify 
information provided on the survey 
handed out last fall. Strickland 
has first hand experience with 
housing cooperatives. 

In the fall of 1995 Farah 
Strickland needed an inexpensive 
place to live at the University of 
Texas at Austin (UTEXA). Dormi- 
tories were too expensive and off- 
campus housing was worse. Look- 
ing for a reasonable alternative, 
Strickland found the North Ameri- 
can Students of Cooperation Orga- 
nization (NASCO), which runs co- 
operative housing units at UTEXA. 
The university owns the buildings, 
which the co-op rents. Twelve 
houses each accommodate 16, 18, 
or 20 people, with 212 co-op 
members altogether.

Living in a NASCO house for 
three years, Strickland became inter- 
ested in cooperatives. She became 
a manager of one house and a 
NASCO board member. “NASCO 
runs by consensus,” she says. “If 
one person says no (to a proposal), 
it doesn’t happen.” Another thing 
she likes about NASCO is that it 
has allowed her to meet a variety of 
people from all over the world. 

She recounted how fifty of her 
fellow NASCO students on one oc- 
casion got on a bus and drove for 
30 hours (each way) to Ann Arbor, 
Michigan for a weekend NASCO 
training session. This experience 
clinched Strickland’s interest in co- 
ops. . 
When she graduates at the end 


of the next semester, she would like © 


to work in co-ops. What she likes 
most about them is that “The al- 
mighty dollar doesn’t rule,” she 
said. Co-ops consider people, 
workers — not just how much 
profit can be made.” 

Strickland says working in co- 
ops has been for her “a major 
source of learning,” possibly sur- 
passing her academic work. 

When she needed summer em- 
ployment, she turned to the intern- 
ship network (one of NASCO’s 
member services) and applied for 


internship positions with coopera- 


tives in Berkeley, California; Madi-

son, Wisconsin; and with GHI. 
Strickland says she chose GHI be- 
cause they run a professional opera- 
tion, and because they offered her a 
reasonable stipend. 

She will be working here for 
about three months, completing the 
demographic survey GHI began last 
fall. In her work she will call all 
GHI members to seek information 
the co-op needs to plan for member 
services. “You need to know the 
members in order to serve them 
well,” Strickland says.

An ordinance to amend the 
city code to increase fines for 
illegal distribution of handbills 
was enacted. The fine for a 
first offense will remain at 
$400. A second offense will 
bring a fine of $800 and subse- 
quent offenses, $1,000 each. 


Parkside Annexation 
A resolution was introduced 
concerning the annexation of 


the Parkside subdivision con-~ 


sisting of 31 homes located on 
'Good Luck Road. The City 
has received a petition signed 
by more than 25% of the prop- 
erty owners and 25% of regis- 
tered voters as required by the 
State of Maryland. State law 
also requires that an Extension 
of Services (EOS) be prepared 
explaining the impact the pro- 
posed annexation would have 
on city services. 

Following introduction, the 
resolution must be published 
for four weeks and then be 
considered by council. It is 
scheduled to be brought back 
to council at its September 14 
regular meeting. The date and 
time of a public hearing will 
also be published. 


Other Actions 

Six ordinances and resolu- 
tions to make adjustments to 
the city’s General Fund budget 
and other funds were intro- 
duced and, with a suspension 
of the rules, were given final 
approval.

Investigation of Train 
Crash Continuing

Preliminary testing of the me- 
chanical equipment involved in 
the Metro train accident in the 
Greenbelt Maintenance Yard on 
June 8 found the equipment to be 
in good working condition at the 
time of the accident, according to 
Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transit Authority spokesperson 
Cheryl A. Johnson. Investigators 
are still waiting for an opportu- 
nity to meet with Alfred 
Baldwin, the 59-year-old train 
operator, and his attorney. 
Johnson is not aware of any ef- 
fort to delay the investigation, 
she said. 

The train was being operated 
manually and without the safety 
controls that are used while the 
train is Carrying passengers. 

It failed to step at the end of 
the tracks upon which it was be- 
ing parked, knocked over a steel 
bumper, and crashed into the side 
of a brick operations building, 
damaging both the train and the 
building. Damages to the train 
have been estimated at $200,000. 

According to other newspaper 
accounts, Baldwin told reporters 
that he lost consciousness as his 
train was approaching the barrier. 
He suffered back injuries.

Turnbull said this problem is 
deep-rooted and cyclic. “We 
build a school, then neglect it un- 
til major renovations are needed,” 
he said. 

“That’s what has been going 
on in the last couple years with 
the school system,” Davis said. 
“The constraints of money have 
been everywhere.” 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts wanted to know if the reno- 
vations would include the 


school’s ballfields, which are 


dwindling due to the expanding 
bus lot next to it. 

“It would be incredible if it 
would be solved with renova- 
tions,” said Plogman, who said 
she would find out. 

Springhill Lake School 

Leta Mach, chair of the 
Greenbelt Advisory Council on 
Education, asked Plogman if 
more room would be available at 
Springhill Lake Elementary 
School after the additions are 
constructed to replace the tempo- 
rary buildings. Plogman said that 
she did not know if the additions 
would eliminate the crowding, but 
that the opening of Berwyn 
Heights Elementary would. 

Plogman said the results from 
a management audit of the 
county school system would be 
released the second week of July. 
The audit would focus on the 
system’s weaknesses. Plogman 
thought that the community’s per- 
ception of the schools and leader- 
ship issues might be addressed in 
this report. 

School Violence 

Davis asked Plogman about 
the school board’s discussions on 
violence in light of the school 
shootings across the country and 
an increase of parents assaulting 
teachers in the county. 

Plogman said a task force on 
school safety exists to monitor 
the violence and give suggestions 
to increase security. Mach sug- 
gested an expansion of the state's 
character education program as a 
possible solution. Twelve county 
schools are participating in this 
program, which teaches students 
about ethical behavior, such as 
honesty, respect, and responsibil- 
ity. 

Wendy Wexler, youth and fam- 
ily counselor 
CARES, told the council and 
Plogman about a community re- 
sponse to students’ problems be- 
fore they lead to violence. 
Wexler holds three Teen Talk ses- 
sions at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School during school hours. The 
sessions are designed to help stu- 
dents, including those who are 
truant, suicidal, depressed, or 


drug users, to cope with their. 


problems. 

“Essentially what we are doing 
is making a connection,” said 
White. “The health of the 
schools is affecting our communi- 
ties.” 

Test Scores. 

Council asked Plogman to ad- 
dress the county’s test scores on 
the Maryland School Performance 
Assessment Program. In 1997, 
the county’s elementary -and 
middle schools ranked 23rd out 
of 24 districts in the state. 

“We are not happy about the 
scores. We've got to strive to be 
better and to bring those scores 
up,” she said. “We are putting a 
number of initiatives in place.”

Davis said elementary students 
take the tests in the third and 
fifth grades to measure their 
learning. But because of the 
transient nature of the county, 
Davis said the fifth graders are 
an entirely different group of 
children by then. 

“The turnover rate is amaz- 
ing,” she said. 

Added to the high turnover 
rate, Turnbull said the county

for county schools. The school 
system will need 2,000 more 
teachers to replace those lost to 
retirements and resignations. 
Some teachers are changing vo- 
cations, and a good number of 
newly trained teachers are being 
hired away by higher-paying 
counties, she said. 

Plogman, who has served on 
the school board for 12 years, 
has announced that she will not 
seek reelection but will remain 
on the board until her replace- 
ment is seated on December |. 
Davis expressed a desire to have 
another Greenbelt resident take 


her place. 
“My concern is to get the best 
candidate possible,” said 


Plogman. “Let’s hope and pray 
for the best person.”
